Warriors Leave Treatment Centre 

Mohawk Struggle 
Just Beginning

T he Mohawk Warriors emerged 
from the Treatment Centre at 
Kanehsetake on September 26 
and ha ve been charged with numerous 
“offenses " by the Quebecois state. 
The following is a statement released 
by them on the 26th explaining their 
decision to leave the T.C. and looking 
at the struggle ahead. 

The Mohawk people and their allies 
are leaving the Treatment Centre to¬ 
day to go home to continue the 
struggle for the land. This struggle has 
brought the issues of the land to the 
attention of the Canadian public and 
the world. NOW it is time to take it to 
the political level. We have tried to do 
that for the last two months through 
negotiations, but the governments 
have not had the same mandate. 

Prime Minister Brian Mulroney has 
stated in Parliament, before the coun¬ 
try and the world, that he and his 
government are willing to deal with the 
longterm issues of land and land rights 
that the Mohawk people have been 
seeking to deal with since the struggle 
started in early March. 


We are leaving to tell the world the 
real story of the governments of 
Quebec and Canada not willing to 
negotiate a fair and just deal, not the 
story that has been portrayed by 
both those governments and the 
media. We are going home to con¬ 
tinue work within our own nation, the

Loggers Lust for 
Lubicon Lauds 



“We have no intention of allowing 
anybody to steal any more of our 
resources, and that includes trees,” 
stated Lubicon Lake Nation Chief 
Bernard Ominayak. He was re¬ 
sponding to an announcement by 
Brewster Construction Ltd., a sub¬ 
sidiary of the paper giant Daishowa, 
that they intend to log traditional 
Lubicon lands starting as soon as 
possible. The Lubicon Nation, a 


500-strong Native community in 
northern Alberta, still has no reserve 
settlement despite a fifty year struggle 
with the government. Their lands and 
economy have already been devas¬ 
tated by oil development during the 
last 15 years and therefore they see 
forestry as the last straw. 

The Daishowa corporation and the 
Lubicon Nation made an agreement in

VICTORY! 

Museums Can ROM Exhibit 


Both the Vancouver Museum in 
B.C. and the Museum of Civilization in 
Ottawa have cancelled their plans to 
play host to the exhibit, Into the Heart 
of Africa, which recently appeared at 
the R.O.M. in Toronto. 

Director of the Vancouver Museum, 
David Humphill, explained that the 
exhibit had been declined due to “the 


Confederacy, other Indian nations, 
Canada, the international level and the 
world. 

No one, especially the governments 
of Quebec and Canada, can take 
away the victory that has been won by 
the people at the treatment centre at 
Kanehsatake. We have made major 
steps forward in bringing the land 
rights issues to world attention. Never 
again will the governments of Quebec 
and Canada be able to treat the Indian 
people of Canada as a mere thorn in 
the side of this country. The Indian 
people of this country must be treated 
with the respect and dignity that we, 
as sovereign nations that have never 
been defeated, deserve. 

Since the attack on our people July 
11,1990, we have held off the Surete 
de Quebec, the Canadian army, the 
Quebec government and the Cana¬ 
dian government. We have always 
negotiated in good faith, and we have 
been lied to and denied basic funda¬ 


controversy that had arisen in 
Toronto”. 

A major part of this “controversy” 
were demonstrations outside the 
R.O.M. which protested the exhibit’s 
racist and colonial perspective. The 
demo’s were organized by The Coa¬ 
lition for the Truth About Africa and 
were attended by people from many 


mental human rights. The Interna¬ 
tional Federation of Human Rights 
has witnessed all the violations that 
have been committed against us by 
the Surete de Quebec, the Canadian 
army, the Quebec government and 
the Canadian government. 

We came here to defend the 
Haudenosaunee position to defend 
the land. We have committed no 
crimes in defending our land. We are 
leaving here with heads held high 
with pride and dignity in having de¬ 
fended the land and the Haudeno¬ 
saunee position. We cannot accept 
Canada’s program of self-govern¬ 
ment, as we are already a sovereign 
nation. We have committed no 
crimes and, if the governments of 
Canada and Quebec choose to proc¬ 
ess us as criminals within their laws, 
we are POLITICAL PRISONERS NOT 
CRIMINALS.

different communities. The Coalition is 
currently in direct contact with muse¬ 
ums in Albequerque and Los Angeles 
who have scheduled the exhibit for ap¬ 
pearance. 

The Coalition vows that it has not 
stopped and will not stop its efforts to 
make people realize the importance of 
this exhibit. The Coalition is monitoring 
the resignation of R.O.M. officials in¬ 
cluding Museum head, Cuyler Young, 
and is also providing support for the 11 
persons charged in incidents that oc- 
cured at the demos. 

When those 11 persons were 
charged, it was the aim of police to 
split them up and make the incidents 
appear as isolated. The accused main¬ 
tain that it is the same incident, same 
issue and that they should be tried 
together. They are currently making 
successful attempts to have their 
cases adjourned to October 11th, 
courtroom 124, Old City Hall at 10:00 
am. where they will be petitioning the 
court and crown to have these trials 
consolidated into one. 

This issue has seen communities 
coming together to fight institutional¬ 
ized racism and most surely claiming a 
victory! May there be more!

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Whose Recession 
is R Anyway? 


The basic economic policies of 
Mulroney’s government cannot be 
changed until corporate capitalism is 
replaced as our dominant economic 
system, although the 30% rise in Cana¬ 
dian bankruptcies during the first half of 
1990 is high even by capitalist stan¬ 
dards and suggests that a cleverer ad¬ 
ministrator of these policies might be 
found. The capitalist countries are are 
firmly committed to creating a two-tier 
society in which the top tier will have 
access to all the comforts modern tech¬ 
nology can bring, while the bottom tier 
faces abject misery. Instead of the old 
class system, admission to the top tier 
will be by degree of one’s usefulness to 
the corporations. 

Even social democratic regimes 
such as those of Mitterand and Hawke 
are going along with the two-tier sys¬ 
tem (welfare rates in Australia have just 
been substantially reduced), and no 
major political party in any industrial 
country is prepared to challenge the 
fiction that a country’s health is meas¬ 
ured by the growth of its economy. In 
Ontario, a new NDP regime is starting to 
realize that it can do little to help the 
growing number of poor because it has 
neither sought nor obtained a mandate 
to follow policies objectionable to big 
business. Corporate capital has be¬ 
come more powerful than any of the 
nation states whose policies originally 
allowed it to flourish, and only politi¬ 
cians willing to follow capital’s dictates 


can expect sufficient campaign 
funds to make them serious con¬ 
tenders at election time. 

Economic policy is basically de¬ 
cided by the governors of the na¬ 
tional banks of ten industrial na¬ 
tions, meeting regularly in Basel. 
Basically, their policy is to maintain 
concentration of wealth by raising 
interest rates each time it appears 
that spending threatens to spread 
some money around. This is justi¬ 
fied to the public on the grounds of 
fighting inflation and reducing 
public debt, although interest rate 
raising is itself inflationary and in¬ 
creases the amount of interest 
which must be paid on debts, in¬ 
cluding public ones. They have 
already crashed the economy 
once, in 1982, and are now prepar¬ 
ing an even larger crash. Mean¬ 
while, the various states are busily 
widening the gap between rich and 
poor by such methods as social 
service cutbacks, tax transfers 
from the rich to the poor (ie the 
GST, Britain’s poll tax), “free 
trade,” death squad operations in 
the third world, and encouraging 
corporate takeovers with their 
subsequent layoffs. 

These policies are enforced on 
third world countries by the Inter¬ 
national Murder (Monetary) Fund, 
which makes capital available to 
their governments in proportion to 


their willingness to inflict suffering on 
their populace by reducing social pro¬ 
grams. The IMF doesn’t care if these 
governments use the money on devel¬ 
opment projects to help the rich or 
stash it in officials’ Swiss bank ac¬ 
counts; the money’s purpose is to put 
the country hopelessly in debt. The 
country can then be forced to export 
raw materials to the industrialists in¬ 
definitely, paying workers starvation 
wages and evicting peasants so their 
land can be turned to cash crop farm¬ 
ing. The industrial countries give these 
governments all the military aid they 
need to keep the populace in line, 
often helping them establish death 
squads. 

Like third world countries, Canada 
gains much of its income by sending 
raw materials abroad to be processed, 
and has recently been ordered by the 
IMF to reduce the peoples’ living stan¬ 
dards. Although most public criticism 
of Mulroney has focused on welfare 
reductions and the GST, some of his 
other policies may in the long run do 
even more harm. The elimination of 
what few barriers the Liberals had 
erected against foreign investment 
has led to over 800 foreign takeovers 
(capitalists love takeovers, which usu¬ 
ally result in closing of marginal opera¬ 
tions, hence less competition and in 
more unemployment, hence lower 
wages.) The artificially high Canadian

March 1988 that no logging would 
take place on lands claimed by the 
Nation until a settlement of their land 
claim took place. However. Brewster, 
wholly owned by Daishowa, somehow 
considers itself exempt from that 
agreement. They have asked for po¬ 
lice protection for their heavy equip¬ 
ment before they begin operations. 

Four forestry companies have plans 
for the area, however Boucher Bros, of 
Nampa changed their plans after talk¬ 
ing with Ominayak. Brewster was 
unmoved, saying “...we want no part

of the problems involved, that is sim¬ 
ply between [the Lubicons] and the 
Government.... we have no alterna¬ 
tive but to log in the specified ar¬ 
eas...” 

While the Nation is firm in its re¬ 
solve to stop logging on their lands, 
they have yet to announce their 
plans. Ecomedia readers are asked 
to call Daishowa’s head office here in 
Toronto at (416) 862-5000, and tell 
them to honour the agreement and 
prevent their subsidiary from logging 
Lubicon territories. 


centration of economic power in the 
hands of the six national banks (by 
allowing them to buy up the invest¬ 
ment brokerage houses, and now to 
sell insurance) makes it easier for 
Crow and the Basel mafia to tighten 
the economic screws against small 
business and the public. 

Although space limitations have 
necessitated over simplifications, 
this is basically how our economy 
works. The best way lower-income 
people could survive this era of unre¬ 
strained capitalism would be to cre¬ 
ate extensive networks of coopera¬ 
tive enterprises. These would supply 
members with the necessities, 
though not with some of the luxuries 
which capitalism has taught us to 
crave. Until they learn to function 
cooperatively—and anarchists could 
set valuable examples—-the people 
will remain at the mercy of a system 
indifferent to their destruction.
